LONDON, July 29—(4)—The 
British government may halt the 
demobilization of its armed forces 
“in a few days” if the Berlin crisis 
is not settled, Foreign Secretary 
Bevin said today. 

At the same time the Foreign 
Secretary told the House of Com- 
mons in a carefully worded state- 


ment that he had hoped the crisis 
will be settled, and that steps are 
now being taken in Moscow to de- 
termine whether there is a possi- 
bility of negotiations that would 
end the entire cold war in Europe 
between East and West. 


His announcement that the gov- 
ernment is considering stopping 
demobilization came after Winston 
Churchill, the conservative lead- 
er, warned that the dispute with 
Russia “is very serious and might 
easily become one of life and 
death,” 


Speaking a few hours after 
American and British envoys had 
arrived in Moscow to explore the 
possibilities of negotiation—with 
the lifting of the Berlin blockade 
aS a preliminary condition—Bevin 
said he hoped the new diplomatic 
steps “will lead to peace and se- 
curity in Europe for us all.” 

He thus confirmed what a re- 
sponsible British official yester- 
day first reported—that the three 
Western powers have agreed on 
the conditions not only for nego- 
tiations on Berlin and even Ger- 
many, but all Europe as well. 

He said the decision as to East- 
West negotiations will “probably 
be taken on the highest levels,” 
a possible indication that it might 
be put up to Premier Stalin. 

Britain now is demobilizing its 
armed forces at a rate of 20,000 
men a month. Bevin confirmed the 
figure when Churchill asked if 
demobilization could not be 
stopped “until at least the Berlin 
position is satisfactorily solved.” 

Bevin replied that the ban on 
demobilization was under review 
and “must be determined in a few 
days.” 

“It may be we shall have so to 
determine it,” he added. 

Britain had 940,000 men under 
arms on March 3. The schedule 
called for these to be reduced to 
716,000 by March 31, 1949. Pre- 
sumably she has about 860,000 
armed men this month.

The news services probably never 
were more correct than when they re- 
ported yesterday that the Republican 
members of Congress showed little un- 
happiness over the impending Southern 
filibuster against the anti-poll tax bill. 

The GOP obviously has adopted the 
strategy of promoting the schism that has 
split the Democratic Party in the hope 
that the special session will prove a boom- 
erang to President Truman’s aspirations 
for re-election. As far as the Republicans 
are concerned, it is much smarter politics 
to let the special session be a sounding 
board for Democratic Party differences 
rather than a sounding board for Mr. 
Truman’s complaints about Congress. 

The South, then, will be given ample 
time to air its case. That has been assured 
by none other than Sen. Taft, who de- 
clared “Southerners are entitled to a rea- 
sonable time for debate.” Doubtless, half- 
hearted efforts will be made to impose the 
cloture rule but it actually will be voted 
only when the Republican high command 
feels the country has been made sufficient- 
ly aware of the lack of unity within the 
Democratic Party.

It is particularly embarrassing because it in- 
volves their candidates for President and Vice 
President, Gov. Dewey and Gov. Warren, who 
are in the moderate progressive tradition of the 
East and Far West as contrasted with the staunch 
conservatism, almost stand-pattism, of some 
leaders of the Party in Congress, especially the 


clique that rules the House with an iron hand 
which is dominated by skillful and veteran legis- 
lators from the Midwest. It was from Party 
leaders in that area that chief opposition came 
to Gov. Dewey’s nomination. When they failed 
to prevent his selection they tried to get one of 
their own in second place. They failed. This has 
not been forgotten and is a factor recognized 
privately, though not discussed openly. 


Republicans sought to cover up their dif- 
ferences by shouting “politics” at President 
Truman for calling the special session and 
by referring constantly to the division in his 
own Party which they expect to capitalize 
during the special session to divert attention 
from their own internal difficulties. 


Their dilemma has been magnified by the 
way President Truman spelled out the issues in 
his message to Congress. It was clearly shown 
in the indecision and. confusion among Party 
leaders when the President announced the spe- 
cial session at the Democratic Convention, by 
Gov. Dewey’s own complete silence, and by the 
stone-faced, sitting-on-hands reception Republi- 
cans gave the President during reading of his 
message. 


The split within the Republican Party, as 
regards domestic policy, is over what are known 
generally as social welfare measures. The dif- 
ferences of viewpoint were fairly well concealed 
during the first session of the Eightieth Congress 
and a: large part of the second when emphasis 
and attention were on matters on which there 
Was general agreement. When the Republican 
social welfare program was finally pushed for- 
ward in the latter part of the second session in 
the Senate, which was according to plan to enact 
them before the campaign, the conservative 


They did not want this division bared to pub- 


House leadership stopped them cold and so Con- 
gress adjourned without final action on them. 

This dereliction, it was hoped, would be for- 
gotten. But President Truman seized upon it on 
his Western tour. Then the Republicans gave 
him the opportunity no one would miss when 
at its National Convention the Party went on 
record in its platform for measures that they 
had abandoned only a few days before. 


The best example, and the President put it 
second on his list for the special session, is the 
Taft-Ellender-Wagner housing bill which has 
passed the Senate, has been favorably reported 
by the House Banking Committee, but was 
locked up in the House Rules Committee. by 
mandate of the Republican House leadership. 
This failure to act on such a pressing public 
issue was the more glaring because of its spon- 
sorship by an important Party leader and a rec- 
ognized conservative, Sen. Taft, of Ohio. The 
education bill is another example. It has passed 
the Senate and is slumbering in a House Com- 
mittee, 


On these measures, as in several others 
in that category which the President speci- 
fied, the argument is in his favor. For all 
the others have had committee consideration, 
as he pointed out, and if nothing is done 
about them now they must start all over 
again in the next Congress, as he also pointed 
out. And as for inflation, which the Presi- 
dent properly put in number one position, 
if Congress does nothing about that then 
the Republican Party, despite its obviously 
fine chance to win the election, might find 
itself in a bad position startegically in the 
campaign. 


Gov. Dewey, likewise, is in a delicate situa- 
tion. For, while he is Party leader, he does not 
yet have the certification by the electorate that 
bestows power and influence, and leaders in 
Congress are very jealous of outside interfer- 
ence. Nor does he apparently want to risk a 
show-down there now, especially with those who 
are not too close to his way of thinking and so 
powerful in Congress.

In fact, I honor it so much that I can’t betray it. So 
Southern I try to think first of all as an American, because 
the South is a part of America and is going to continue to be a 
part of America and must fit into the future of America. 


Therefore, while I certainly would not have the South stultify 
itself by not fighting politically against the Harry S. Truman posi- 
tion, even to withholding the electoral votes, I still insist the South 
must present a Truman slate of electors as well, so that the 
people may choose. We cannot follow the Dixiecrats who want 
to prevent the people from having a choice, and we cannot 
think exclusively Southern, or act exclusively Southern, or we 
will grievously betray the South and its best interests. 


But let all of us think as Americans and plan for 
the future of the South as a part of America. Pro- 
vincialism has some admirable qualities, ‘especially in cooking or 
architecture, but ‘t is a frail reed for action or achievement. A pro- 
vincial approach will be as fatal to the South and its future as was 
the provincialism of the pre-1860-era, when we fiercely clung to 
our Ways and refused to develop manufacturing to go along with 
our raw materiais. 

We are an agrarian region. We have made great progress in get- 
ting industry. But let us face the facts that the rest of the nation 
has made great progress also anc that our percentage of the nation’s 
industrially employea is about what it was in 1938. We are in a 
position to make great vrogreéss in the future. The eyes of the 
industrial peoples are turned toward us. ‘The atomic bomb is 
going to scare industry down our way—as note a large airplane 
plant which began to move from Connecticut to Texas last May 
and which has about concluded one of the unique industrial move- 
ments in our time.

S the Confederate Flag, with all its glory and honor, and warp 
our minds and our politics and our political planning in those glo- 
rious folds, are being honest with the South and loyal to it. 


Harry S. Truman likely will be defeated in November. [If so, 
the plan to withhold electoral votes will be empty and meaning- 
less. If he is elected he will last four years. 

But the issues that motivate him and which motivated the big 
city machines are in our cities, too. And they will be issues long 
after 1948 is gone and Harry Truman is but a name in the World 
Almanac’s list of Presidents and a page or so in the history books. 

We are up against great social, political and, even more impor- 
tant, we are up against great economic changes. And not just up 
against Truman and the “machines,” as so many seem to think. They 
will profoundly affect the South and its future, plus the well-being 
of every person in it. There need not be any social mingling of the 
races, or any talk of mongrelization. jut the Negro—those who 
stay, and the South must hope that many stay to be a part of the 
future—must be able to work at skilled jobs and receive equal, 
if separate, facilities from his government. 


The Best This will require the best in us. It cannot be solved 

in an atmosphere of violence or clamor. States’ 
rights, and their future, will depend upon public opinion. We 
have already seen how our loudest Klaghorns have prejudiced our 
case and hurt us at the convention—making it impossible for the 
Northern friends of States’ rights to join with Georgia and others 
who sought them orderly and with dignity. 

Therefore, we must despise those who prostitute the Confed- 
erate Flag and the song “Dixie” to their own uses. The Confed- 
erate soldier left us an example of courage and honor. We can 
use them both in our hew fight. We must think American, becatise 
we are Americans, and we must plan for America and make our- 
selves powerfully felt in American life and politics.

Truman's Spurious Tax Plan 


* 

Since President Truman consistently opposed as inflationary the 
Republican efforts at tax reduction, one might suppose that in his 
present eight-point program to check. inflation he would propose 
a return to the old income tax rates. Instead, he has chosen to 
come out with his proposal for a new excess profits tax on business 
and industry. From the politicai standpoint he thus succeeds, at 
one and the same time, in avoiding the unpopularity he would incur 
in proposing to raise the taxes of the voters themselves. and in 
winning the plaudits of those labor leaders.and their followers who 
have been denouncing the excessive and inflationary profits of 
business. wf 

The fact is that this proposal is thoroughly spurious. 


Profits 


If it is our intention to reduce demand by drying up 
purchasing power, why should we concentrate On cor- 
porate profits? At the end of 1947 total personal income of the 
nation was at a rate of $210 billions Compensation for employ- 
‘ment, in wages, salaries and other forms, amounted to $133 billions. 
But corporate profits were running at an annual rate of only $32.2 
billions. Moreover, if we deduct that part of profits which is not 
profit at all, but a mark-up of inventories, the rate becomes $26.1 
billions. Even if we were to assume that the spending of corporate 
profits exerted the same upthrust on the cost of living, dollar for 
dollar, as income in the hands of consumers—which it obviously 
does not—a tax of this kind would clearly be confined to a small 
sector of the economy and could have comparatively minor results. 

But that is only the negative side of the picture. The positive 
side is that the actual result of such a tax could be expected to be, 
not deflationary, but inflationary. This is true for two reasons. In 
the first place, profits are not merely so much spending power. 
The principal function of profits in peacetime is the formation of 
capital and the directing of the flow of capital into those areas 
where increased production is most urgently needed. Take away 
profits or drastically reduce them and you remove one of the great- 
est of all bulwarks against inflation—the expansion afid moderni- 
zation of the industrial plants of the nation. 


. But even that is not the whole story in this i)l-ad- 
Confusion vised proposal. Proposals for a restoration of the 
excess profits tax have their origin in confusion concerning the 
basic difference between the economy in wartime, on the one hand, 
and in times of peace, on the other. In war the normal functions 
of profits are suspended. In war the Government is the chief user 
of the products and services of industry. The Government itself 
says where the products of industry shall go and how much shall 
be paid for them. In World War II the Government did not ceiling 
the prices of materials going into the military effort in the sense 
that it ceilinged civilian items. But it achieved the same results 
through the renegotiation of war contracts. 

Now, it is obvious that the country would not accept over-all 
price control in the present situation. And it should be equally 
obvious that however practicable renegotiating contracts with one 
consumer may be in time of war, the generalization of that practice 
to thousands of distributors, middlemen and consumers in time of 
peace is too fantastic an idea to contemplate seriously. In short, 
the result of any atlempt to reimpose the excess profits tax under 
a free price system would be precisely the same as that of an 
increase in the cost to industry of its raw materials or its transpor 
tation, or of a fourth or fifth round of wage increases. It would 
simply set in motion a new wave of price rises in this area.

WASHINGTON—The little cigar-sport from Independence was a sorry and pathetic squirt in 
the opening speech of his campaign. Even the title of President of the United States couldn't protect 
him from the cold contempt of his own old colleagues, or, worse, from the pity of a few hundred 
people in the galleries who saw a tacky county commissioner in a scene of historic humiliation, 


A strange wildness had completely changed 
the amiable Senator from Missouri who came to 
Washington a hick and very frankly appealed to 
the upper classmen to show him where to cash 
his check, and how to find the little subway that 
runs from the Capitol to the Senate Office Build- 
ing. They liked him then and when Roosevelt 
@ied and he suddenly became President, scared 
and repeating the prayers his mother taught him, 
he quietly asked some of them for help and 
confidence. He even tried to keep up the friend- 
ship with the old crowd on the hill by hopping 
in his car—a big, soft car—and running up for 
bean soup with a few of the boys at noon. That 


had to stop. 

It was considered unsafe by the Secret Service 
for President Truman to rattle around informally. 
And this spirit of co-operation might be mistaken 
for an effort by the executive to coerce the legis- 
lative branch. 


So Harry Truman had pulled away from Con- 
gress and the time had come when, in a storm of 
confusion over his own failures and the horrible 
heritage from Roosevelt, he railed at the Eightieth 
Congress as the worst in history.

An investment . which will 
serve canning needs for many 
years is the porcelain enameled 
water-bath canner. This type of 
utensil is ideal because it is 
easily cleaned and its hard fin- 
ish is not affected by food 
acids. 

1. Assemble equipment. Fill 
portelain enameled water- 
bath canner to depth of 4 
inches with water. Heat to 
boiling point while toma- 
toes are being prepared. 


. Can only tomatoes that are 
ripe and perfect. Wash thor- 
oughly. Prepare only 
enough for one canner load 
at a time. 

. For easy peeling, dip toma- 
toes into boiling water for 
one-half minute, then into 
cold water. Cut out stem 
ends. Peel and quarter. 
Place in large porcelain 
enameled kettle. Bring to 
‘boil in own juice, stirring 
often. While tomatoes are 
cooking, heat clean jars 
and lids in hot water. 


. Remove jars from _ hot 
water and pack with hot 
tomatoes to within '%-inch 
of top. Add 1 teaspoon galt 
to each quart. 

. Run knife blade down 
sides of jars to release air 
bubbles. Add more juice, 
if needed. Wipe rims of 
jars with damp cloth. 

. Adjust: jar lids according 
to directions for type be- 
ing used. 

. Put jars on rack in can- 
ner. Add enough boiling 
water to extend one inch 
over tops of jars. Cover 
canner and heat quickly to 
boiling point. 

. When water comes to a 
rolling boil, count time 
and boil steadily for 10 
minutes. (For altitudes 
above 1,000 feet, increase 
the processing time 1 min- 
ute for each additional 
1,000 feet.) 

. At end of processing time 
remove jars from canner. 
Complete seal, if lids are 
not of self-sealing type.
